LONDON, Feb. 16—(BUP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin appeal- 
ed today to the UNO security coun- 
cil to wind up its meeting in a “con- 
radely spirit” by expressing con- 
fidence in France and Britain in 
their dispute with Syria and Leba- 
non.

is was around 4% and in 1936 it was 
down to 2.75 after which it increas- 
ed slightly until the government 
started war borrowing. 

The first war bond was at 3 1-4 
per cent for long term issues and 
the second was at three per cent, 
but sold at a discount that brought 
up the yields to almost 3 1-4 per 
cent. The first three victory bonds 
were at three per cent, but provided 
that they could be redeemed at $101 
which brought the yield slightly 
above three per cent and in the 
last six victory loans the rate has 
been a flat three per cent, 

THE FACT THAT the loan com- 
panies exceeded their objectives 
would indicate that the interest 
rate was satisfactory to the pur- 
chasing public and that is further 
borne out by the readiness to buy 
the bonds now at from 4% to five 
points premium. 

Experts here say there is a gen- 
eral world trend towards lower 
interest rates and this as well as 
the prices on the bond market will 
tend to persuade the government 
to cut the interest for the next 
loan to under three per cent. Cor- 
responding United States bonds are | 
selling at prices that yield 2.20 per 
cent. while the yields on United 
Kingdom bonds while lower than 
during the war are slightly higher 
than Canadian issues.

ENTERTAINMENT! 
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There Must Be Balance 


Dairy farmers say town wages are so 
good and working conditions so attractive 
that they can’t hire men to look after cows; 
wherefore milk production is cramped, but- 
ter is rationed, and the farmers should get a 
subsidy or a price-increase for butterfat. 

This isn’t the whole story about butter 
rationing, but it gives a thumb-nail sketch 
of the difficulties of the men who supply the 
raw material for the great dairying industry. 
And it clearly implies that this industry 
would be still greater if the primary pro- 
ducer was getting more for his product. 

This is a subject about which the town- 
man is not well informed. He sees the busi- 
ness from the consumer’s standpoint only, 
and is interested in it because the prices of 
butter, cheese, cream and milk are up. 

But he does know, if he will take time to 
think about it, that farm-workers flocked, to 
town all across the country in the war years 
and have been slow about heading back since 
the war plants closed down. Why they do not 
back-track to the farms is not a matter of 
mystery. They have got used to higher pay, 
and hope to find jobs at which they will still 
get higher pay than they drew as farm- 
workers. 

What the dairy farmers are saying is 
that their business has been thrown off bal- 
ance, because of this town-ward migration 
and by the disparity between town and farm 
wages. That they want higher prices is the 
normal reaction. And the prospect may as 
well be faced that unless they are financially 
able to compete with town occupations and 
get the help they require, the town folks will 
not get the dairy products they want. 

This holds.true of other branches of 
farming as well. The food-producer can’t be 
left out of the calculation. Unless he gets 
parity prices he can’t be expected to deliver 
the goods, 


The New Army Plan 


Something drastically new and vigorous- 
ly commendable appears in the army reor- 
ganization plan as announced by Major Gen- 
eral Worthington for Western Canada, 

This peacetime army, it appears, is going 
to function as an improvement and human 
service corps. Its first purpose, of course, 
will be the defense of this country and this 
country’s partners. And it will be expertly 
trained for that duty, But as a supplement 
to this job, the peacetime army will build 
bridges, plant trees, make roads, maintain 
communications, and provide health and 
dental services to scattered and outlying 
communities, 

This proposed enlargement of the usual 
military function is exceedingly important 
for two reasons; first, because it will use- 
fully perform certain duties and accomplish 
certain tasks that ordinarily would not be 
done, and secondly, because it will tremend- 
ously increase the morale of the forces them- 
selves, 

There is, of course, no suggestion that 
any army activity should compete with 
legitimate civilian business or with civilian 
workers. But this activity will fill in the dead 
spots which normally would not be served 
by private or civilian enterprise. 

There is an outstanding example of this 
in the way the United States army brought 
medical and dental services to bands of nor- 
thern Indians when the Alaska Highway was 
being built and in the way our own army 
and air force gave these services to com- 


munities on the fringe of civilization. 

All this, together with the tree planting 
and the bridge building and the maintenance 
of communications, is useful and important 
to Canada from both the social and economic 
points of view. 

No one is so idealistically besotted as to 
Suppose that the world can do without armed 
forces for many years to come. Disarma- 
ment and world peace are splendid hopes. 
But, at present, these can only be promoted 
and secured by a vigilant and well-trained 
world police force, of which Canada’s army 
will be a part. 

But peacetime army life has never at- 


tracted many normal Canadians, particu- | 
larly in the non-commissioned ranks of the | 


services, There is too much leisure, too much 
time-serving, too much waste activity, 

This new conception changes all that. It 
gives every man in the army a useful job to 
do. It makes him feel that he is building Can- 
ada in a realistic way. The new army plan is 
something about which young Canadians 
may be enthusiastic, 


The First Session 


The first General Assembly of United 
Nations delegates lasted a day longer than 
five weeks. The sessions have been strenu- 
ous, running along Sunday and week-day, 
Adjournment has been made until the first 
week in September, when the members will 
meet in New York,

The explosions in the Assembly did no 
more than disclose suspicions, cleavages, 
conceptions and mis-conceptions latent in 
the minds of the peoples concerned. It is 
better that these be brought into the light of 
day. Their exposure identifies possible 
points of conflict. The Security Council 
therefore knows better than it did a month 
ago where danger lurks. 


Three ministers have quit the Egyptian 
cabinet because they wanted the police to 
stand aside and let the anti-British riots fe 
on. Nobody has yet explained whether the 
rioters and their political friends are cele- 
brating because Rommel and his Afrikan 
Corps did not get to Alexandria, or whether 
they are mad at the British troops for stop- 
ping the raid. Perhaps it is that the young 
Egyptians, having failed to fight the Nazis, 
feel that they ought to fight somebody. 


The publication of the “Blue Book” at 
Washington traces back to the discovery of 
400 tons of discarded documents in a German 
salt mine. At best these only supplied con- 
firmatory evidence of the wartime goings on 
in Argentina. The lists of hundreds of names 
of firms in that country with whom Canad- 
ians were forbidden to have dealings showed 
that the republic was being used as a place 
for the collection of money, materials or in- 
formation to be forwarded to Germany. Sim- 
ilar lists were published in every Allied 
country. 


Some people in Britain are reported to be 
none too well pleased because the Govern- 
ment has agreed to the Olympic games being 
held in,London in 1948, Food and housing, 
they say, are likely to still be at a premium 
at that time. Yet, isn’t this another instance 
of the British spirit asserting itself in the 
face of forbidding circumstances? Remem- 
bering the “finest hour’—when Britons 
hadn’t much but defiance to hurl at the raid- 
ing luftwaffe—oversea observers would not 
be shocked if London wanted the games held 
there in 1946, 


The Assembly has finally decided that 
the permanent headquarters of the U.N.O. 
will be located somewhere in Westchester 
county, New York, and Fairfield county, 
Connecticut. Until necessary buildings are 
erected there the Organization’s “home” will 
be in New York City. It took two weeks of 
debate to narrow the choice of a permanent 
site down to the two counties, after a site 
committee had looked over the area and 
made a recommendation.

Estates Taxation 
Will Be Amended 


Portions of estates left to school) 
districts and divisions will not be) 
subject to taxation under terms of 
a bill which was given frst reading 
in the Legislative Assembly on 
Friday.

Mor than half of the people who are unemployed in this 
province at the present time are ex-servicemen. The 
majority of these are veterans who have not been able to 
find even temporary employment since receiving their dis- 
charges from the armed services.

IN 12,000 SQUARE miles of lake, | 
sample greyling, whitefish, trout 
and ciscos were taken for investiga- 
tion. They were found to be very 
numerous, but owing to the long 
time required for maturity and the} 
distance necessary for transporting | 
the fish, ¢ommercial fisheries ap-| 
peared out of the question. 

Dr. Miller and associates spent 
several months in the rugged and 
beautiful north country ascertain- 
ing depths of water, physical and} 
chemical properties of the lake and 
fish food possibilities. During this| 
time, when supplies were late, the| 
men spent six weeks with fish as| 
their main food. 

One particularly amazing factor! 
was the transparency of the water,| 
enabling the surveyors to take films| 
of fish which were as far as 40| 
feet under water. 

AN INTERESTING PHENOM- 
ENA was the effect of the proximity 
of the uranium and radium ore} 
fields causing pink flashes to be 
visible in many of the films, Dr. 
Miller reported that many of his 
films were completely spoiled by 
the effect of the uranium.

In High Court 


Edward Tkaczyk, 42-year-old ex- 
serviceman and former Holden, 
Alta., plasterer, will go on trial for 
his life at the next hearing of the 
supreme court. He was committed 
for trial by Magistrate A. I. Millar, 
KC, in police court Friday after- 
noon when he appeared charged 
with the murder of his 30-year-old 
wife, Sophie Tkaczyk, last Jan. 3 
at the home of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William WLaskoski, who 
farm one-and-one-half miles north 
of Holden. 

CHIEF CROWN WITNESS at the 
hearing was the 15-year-old brother 
of the dead woman, Joseph Lasko- 
ski, who was in the house when the 
murder is alleged to have been 
committed. The grade ten student 
gave a detailed account of what 
he knew of the incident and of his 
wild flight for help. 

Joseph, who said he had known 
the accused for ten years, said that 
he was studying in the living room 
of his home when a car drove into 
the yard. He said that a taxi driver, 
identified as Cecil Boggis of Ed- 
monton, came to the door and asked 
direction to Vegreville. A few min- 
utes later he saw the accused walk- 
ing towards the house with a gun, 
he said. 

The youth told the court that he 
ran into the living room and yelled 
“Ed’s coming with a gun,” to his

His older brother 
gave him a coat and overshoes to 
put on and they started off for 
their father, who was visiting with 
Mrs. Laskoski at some friends just 
south of Holden. 

THE YOUTH ADMITTED under 

cross-examination by Neil D. Mac- 
lean, KC, defending, that his father 
and the accused had argued many 
times over his sister leaving her 
husband. He said his father didn’t 
like Tkaczyk because he “drank 
a lot”. “When he was drinking a 
lot he acted like a fool,” the boy 
said. 
Detective Sgt. F. A. Broadribb 
and Constable Poole, both of the 
RCMP, gave full accounts of their 
investigations. They said they 
found Mrs. Tkaczyk lying in a pool 
of blood with the rifle beside her, 
|the muzzle under her left armpit. 
|They told of finding the accused 
man lying in bed upstairs, suffer- 
ing from what is alleged to be a 
self-inflicted bullet wound in the 
right eye. : 

Const. Poole, first police officer 
|to arrive on the scene, said that 
there were two children in the} 
room with the dead woman. Both 
were asleep, the baby in a rocking 
chair and a three year old girl on 
the chesterfield, he said. . 

POOLE, WHO TOLD the court 

that he had had previous com- 
plaints from Mrs. Tkaczyk about 
her husband, said that the accused 
man recognized him when he went 
into the bedroom.

Electrical Items 


During the war years hundreds of women served as Aides of all 
types. Many worked part-time. With the cessation of hostilities 
there is need for the attention of women to be focused on what 
can be done to develop better Canadian homes; to give all pos- 
sible care to family life. Many homes require Aides, and many 
part-time workers have been released from industry.. The 
National Employment Service, therefore, introduces this plan to 
be of assistance to all concerned. 


WHAT IS A HOME AIDE? She is a woman who has kept her house for herself 
or for others; who has had experience in the ordinary work of the home. She 
will be given—without charge—a short course of lectures on home management 
and meal preparations, designed to make her work easier. 


HOW IS A HOME AIDE PAID? She will be employed on a business basis by 
the hour, like the industrial or other worker, at a comparable rate of pay. 


WHEN DOES SHE WORK? She may be employed for any number of days regu- 


larly each week. Some homes need the help of a Home Aide every day, some 
five days a week, others for three days a week.
